So far as known, thero is no 
cure for sheep which have eaten this 
weed. ; Cattle lahd horses are not poisoned .

EJTGLAND. 

liONDON, Jan. 21.— The vaults of the 
parirament 'biillding were carefully in- 
spected before the arrival of the Queen 
at tho house of lords as n precautionary 
laoaiure against tha perpftration of any 
outrage. The Prineeas of Wales was not 
present. NVhilb the royal procession was 
returning to" Buckingham Palace a horse 
ridden by a trooper kicked a boy standing 
at tha edge of the pavement. The Queen, 
who was an eye-witueaa of the accident, 
immediately stopped tha procession and 
inquired as to tho eitent of the lad's in- 
juriBi. On being told that they were not 
serious Her Majeaty reaumedAherih&aio- 
ward journey, 

Lord Salisbury, in a speech outlining a 
policy of tha government, laid that Ger- 
many liad granted' aseurances that she 
did not intend to annex Samoo. With 
regard to Burmah ho said it would be 
batter to await the arrival. of papers from 
Lord Dufferin before makingi, any state- 
ment. The government was using ita in- 
fluence to prevent any important breach 
of international laws. On this point he 
said he felt strongly, because it had been 
reported that he had, -given encouisge- 
ment to Qreeoe.i^j This statement ho em- 
phatically denounoed as untrue, and do 
clarod,;|.tboli?*'EngUnd 1 aboi'a Jalli doallred 
peaoB in' the East. .Referring to Ireland, 
the premier said the government had re- 
frained from roaowing the crimes act, ba- 
cause there had been a prospect of re- 
turuing order in that country. The ex- 
periment, however, had failed, although 
every chance had jt)ee.n_. given to.make it a 
Kuccea8^N()thibg;Hei9lia^^ tho 
patience of the Ban bl^Oarnarvon iii carry- 
ing out his mission of piece. Tho diaeasa, 
said Lord Salisbury, rested in Westmin- 
ster and not iu Ireland, and the govern- 
ment must try to stamp it out. Tho 
words Gladstone had declared were an- 
swerable for many of tha Irish evils. Dir. 
Gladcitone had not spoken, he said, with 
sufficient firmness concerning the integ- 
rity of tho empire. The prime minister's 
speech was received with cheers. 

Qladatone said that the conduci; of Lord 
Salisbury in tha Hounielian matter was; 
honorable to him, worthy of hisnaraoWd' 
was a credit to England^ The opposition 
would render Lord Salisbury every aasist- 
nnoe and grant him every indulgence in 
connection with the settlement of thf 
Roumelian and Burmese questions, In 
regard to Ireland Gladstone said ho wish- 
od the Queen'sapeeoh had been mure ex- 
plicit. He waa oonvirior^ that only a gen- 
tle and conciliatory handling of tho Iriih 
question would bo etl'ectusl , He liad 
nlwaja striven to elimiuato the elemont.s of 
wrath and pp.bdion in discn.ssing Irolaud. 
The exerciba ol candor iiud justice cuiild 
alone aiVord the smallest liupe of solving the 
difficulty. "Whatever, " ho continued, "it 
may be necessary to do fo.- Ireland it should 
be done promptly. _ In the name of heayen 
let; na iniaihtain l^^niitai^.^il^V^tiiav^e be'ehi- 
maintaining it for 8S, yes,' COO years. Let 
ns not deviate from the path of good temper 
and self coibinan^, bu(_. forgetful of every 
prejudice,' lei tis atfive to do justice to the 
great gigantic interest committed to our 
charge." (Loud cbeors.) Mr, Gladstone 
HlJoko for nu hour and twenty minutes, iiud 
was greatly applsuded throughont. 

Sir Michael ircks-Bonch, chancellor of 
the eioheqaer, thanked Mr. Gladstone for 
his chosen words. He challenged the op- 
position to come to a decision in regard to 
their attitude towards any empire. If they 
disagrepd^jrithjthe.gpyerninent, he said, let 
them move an amendment to the ftddrcas 
in reply to the Queen's sfjcech. If they 
.igTced with the Kovernmont tboy should 
doclnro it so. If tho north side of the hou.so 
.so wished the present government would 
remain in office, if humbly and earnestly it 
asked nil members, of whatever party thoy 
belong, to support the government in order 
to enable it to conduct the affairs of the 
country. (Cheers.) ''.^j 

The debate' leftptbe, Jmpf^^lonf^fiat 
both parties are anxious to conciiiate the 
Parnellites and have no desire to enforce 
strong coercive measures. At the same 
time it is bolieved that there ia no chance 
of either oonaervativea or 11 boralg "propos- 
ing it this sesaou. : 

Mr. Gladstone aaid that in seeking re- 
election be 'j^^i^^'iniBinly guided by the 
wish to proceed" with" proposals in regard 
to both the legislative and social poaitiqn 
of Ireland. Only tho government, how- 
ever, was able to act in such a matter, 
he belieriDg it wquld ,be.,rai8chievoua to 
do 80; did not intend " to in'tro^iice pro- 
posals of his own, but he would reserve 
his opinions. Ho would also reserve hie 
decision whether to alter or to add to the 
proposals embodied in his election mani- 
festo. He pleaded for a patient hearing 
of the opinions of Irish nationalists. 

In Michael Hicks Beach's speech, he 
said that it was boycotting, not agrarian 
crime, that had increased in Ireland. Tho 
new chief secretary of Ireland would con- 
sider tha question whether ordinary pow- 
ers wore sufScient, ' or whether special 
powers would be. needed to auppress boy- 
cotting. 

Parnell aaid that ha had always be- 
lieved that if tho prmciple were admit- 
ted that Ireland was entitled to soma 
form of government to settle details it 
would net be found a formidable. task, 
and that there would be no great difficulty 
in securing the empire against separntton. 
He hiraaalf, although a proteatant, feared 
no damageto a minority in Ireland by the 
catholics, The whole question waa one 
of reasonable or exorbitant rents. Ho 
said that the national leag'io encouraged 
boycotting, and nationalist members, he 
said, on seeing the manifest desire of 
Bngland to weigh the Irish' question 
calmly had roaolved that no extra vagancft 
of word or action on their part sliouid 
mar tho Brat fair chance Ireland ever 
had. 

Neitherlibarala nor Parnellites appearing 
to bo inolined to challenge the government. 
Lord Randolph dhuTchiU; secretary of state 
tor Indio, propoae'd' that " the debate bo ad- 
journed. He wish'ed th'e bouse to clearly 
understand, however, that it would ho im- 
possible for the present government ever to 
sanction any Irish parliament. Ho added 
that tho government would be prepared, 
when the proper time arrived, with a sclioma 
to improve local government in Ireland.

^Queen in public. It was dull and heavy all 
day, and the streets are covered with snow 
and slush. Tromptly at 11:30 a.m. the 
royal party left Buckingham palace for the 
horfse '"41 lords. / Tho joute of the 'roycl 
piir^/'ha'& beeu'cbvered with gravel, 'This 
prevented the- horsea^from falling and en- 
abled a.inoro rapid^ progress to be made. 
Her majesty rode in an 6pbh carriage drawn 
by eight horses. The honaehold cavalry 
acted as an escort to tho Queen. A large 
crowd lined tho streets through whioh the 
royal proecision passed, and' her majesty 
was greeted with hearty cheers all ulongi 
Tho scone in the house of lords was veyy 
brilliant. Tho peers aud pooressos, judges, 
ministers aud bishops, were present in 
large numbers, in full court dress. Gas 
light was used in thu chamber, owing to the 
absence of thoisun; ■ Tbis< enhanced the 
beauty of the scene, showing more fully the 
i.brillianoyof the; jewels. and the splendor of 
itherjdreases'. worn by^thoso present. The 
Queen looked as if she was suffering from 
cold. 

Her niajosty in her speech said her re- 
lations witli tho other powers continue 
friendly. Tho ditfaroncos with Russia 
regarding the Afghanistan boundary 
have been aatisfactqrily adjusted. She 
,tr,u8U„t^dt|^ha,/„w^ifk ,off^ 
ItaH'frontier demarcniiun commiaaion has 
already been far advanced and may tend 
to secure a continuance of peace iu Cen- 
tral Asia. Referring to the rising in 
Eastern Roumolia- '-her,, majesty aaid. the 
object in thu negotiiitiona which followed 
tho outbreak have been to bring the in- 
habitants of that country, according to 
their wish, under the princo of Bulgaria's 
rule, whilo maintaining unimpaired the 
u.-fsential rights of tho sultan. The Queen 
regrets that she has been compelled to 
declare war against . King Thebaw, of 
BurmJiTi, owing to acts of hostility by 
himself and subjects. The gallantry of 
the forces under General Pondergast had 
rapidly overthrown tho Burmese forces, 
and she had decided that the must certain 
method of onsuring peace was to bo 
found iu a permanent incorporation of 
Burniuh with her empire.' Negotiations 
respecting the rights of the FreticK "on 
tho coast of Newfoundland have boon sat- 
isfactorily concluded. With Spain also 
an agreement had been readied giving the 
British the same commercial rights as the 
Germans in the Caroline Islands, Par- 
liaiiaont would be asked to adopt certain 
ra'oaaurea rendered Inecesaary by tho con- 
vention relative' iT'interhlktioual copyright 
to which the.

I foel the ■"■deepest sympathy for 
tho great number of persona, in many 
avocations of life, who are suffering under 
the pressure which, I trust, will prove 
transient. I have seen with deep sorrow 
a renewal, since I last addressed you, of 
the attempt to excite the people of Ira- 
land to hostility against legislative u'ii'>n 
between that country and Great Britain. 
I am resolutely opposed to ary disturb- 
ance of tha^ fundamental law, and in re- 
sisting it I am convinced that I shall be 
heartiJy-suppQrted jby my. parliament and 
my people. The' social, no leas than the 
material condition of that country en- 
f,'aged niy an.xious attention. Although 
there bus been duririu the last year no 
marked increase of serious crime, there is 
in many places a concerted resistance of 
enforcement of legal obligatiuna, and I 
regret' that • the practice ' bf^brganized in- 
timidfttion "till continuoa to exist. I have 
caused every exertion to be used for the 
detection and punishment of these crimes, 
and uo effort will be spared on the p-.rt of 
my government to protect my Irish sub- 
jects in the e.-ierciso of their lej<al rights, 
and in the enforcement of individual lib- 
erty. If, as my information leads me to, 
apprehend, the exiating provisiona of lavvs 
should prove to bo inadequate to cope 
with those growing evils, I shall look 
with contidonce to your willingness to in- 
vest niy government with all necessary 
powers. Uilla will be submitted for trans- 
t'erringitorepreaentntivo councils in coun- 
ties ' » of GireatpStBi^taiiiJ' t loVaU busi- 
ness which is now transacted by tho court 
of quarter sessions and other authorities.

Speaking of the late tragedy at Burrard 
Inlot and the finding of the corpse of 
Walker, the Columbian says: "'iThe body 
was brought down to Port Moi.'dy 
on Friday moriiiti!;;. Ths men who 
found tho body suy that tho little cabin 
presented a aight so' shocking that they 
hurried away from the terrible' apene^ 
Indeed, they took nothing but the dead 
body-pf -the murderer, and the'-two guna 
which were foutid outside where they had 
been thrown by Smith after the strugule. 
Walker waa found lying stark and stiff in 
a groat pool of blood at one side of thu 
caoin. On the floor elsewhere there were 
other bloody pools where tliQ ppoc.iyiotnn 
of Walker's trcaoheroua rifle had bled to 
death while his partner rwas— on- 
gaged in a torrible struggja for 
dear life with the' assijBsin. '^In' 
thia str'jgglo the table had been ovortiirn- 
ed with all its contents (for it will bo re- 
membered that vhe tragedy took plaoe 
just as dinner had been finished). Bread 
and flour and sugar and blood were mixed 
and scattered everywhere, and all about 
wore abundant evidences of the tierce na- 
ture of tho contliot that had taken place. 
The nienj it seems, brought none of the 
contents of the cabin, except the dead 
body, and left the porsoual otl'ects of the 
three men, and the provisions, of^ which 
there was a plentiful supply. This inakes 
it nocoiisary to send, up another party. 
Walker's remains wore brought 
over to this ,city, and were 
buried last Monday in the- public 
cemetery on Douglas street. There are 
several people who^jhpld the_^^eory thjit 
Walker waa perfebtly'cbmpd's'mentrs, and 
deliberately premeditated and planned the 
murder, and invited Robaou out to the 
inlet fur that express purpoao.

To THE Editor:— I have condensed a 
few facts on tho subject of sanitary drain- 
age, which I take the liberty of present- 
ing through your medium to a thinking 
people. 

The evils arising from sanitary neglect 
are as old its civtlizitipn. Low, malignant 
fevers are direotly^'frape?hl?^i'b^ 
of sanitary laws. TVIaliinal evils cannot 
be counteractud, they must be removed. 
To correct these evils it requires a thor- 
ough system of sewerage and drainage, 
so that eaul). dny'a sewi^rage of each street 
and of each dwelling shall bo removed 
from the city on the day of its produc- 
tion, and disposed of before deoompoBi- 
tion bogina. Thia requires a well con- 
aidorod and suitable plan; its execution 
by coiiaoieritious and competent persons 
who will make it practically certain that 
every .department shall be thoroughly 
and faithfully completed. Poorly con- 
structed aewers are worse than none at 
all; they are a menaou to health and a 
waste of money. Pure air, pure water, 
and pure soil are tho three great essen- 
tials for promoting life and health. Im- 
pure air produced by decomposing mat- 
t-r; water impregnated with decomposing, 
sowago, and soil saturated with the im- 
purities from vaults, are "freighted with 
the gonna of disease, and are aliro to 
produce a long train of evils, of which 
typhoid is tho moat dreaded. It is 
within tho power of the uuthoriliea to 
correct theao evils and to reduce the 
death-rate by enforcing a proper regard 
for sanitary lawa and regulations. 

Two hundred years ago the death rate 
of London waa eighty per thousand; now 
under the influence of sanitary improve- 
ments, it is twenty-one and one-half per 
thousand, in spite of the enormous growth 
of the town and the great crowding to 
which many of its people;are-Btill.>ubject. 
Memphis, Tennessee, ini' 1878 and 1879, 
was a doomed city; scientific investiga- 
tion discovered the reason for tho misfor- 
tunes of the city— the seworago aystein 
was deficient. Before this reason for the 
periodical visitation 'of yellow fever was 
ascertained there had been talk of aban- 
doning tho city. One of the moat perfect 
sewerage syatema of the world waa de- 
vised and constructed. The report of 
the board of health for 1883 sots forth 
that since the adoption of the pipe sewer 
in Memphis the death rate haa decreased 
to an avorayo of 22i percent. Numerous 
inatanoea are on record of the sudden out- 
break of typhoid fever; tho outt)reaka on 
being investiuated all ahow the cauaea to 
bo defective seweragosystem. bi;, perhaps, 
no system at all. The tabulated;' results 
of sanitary drainage aro too numeirous to 
mention bore, and the redaction in death-r 
rate (generally one-half), wherever it 
is thoroughly adopted proves its benefit 
beyond queition. 

■ MATERIAL. 

Experience haa'deradnstratod that in or- 
der toaecurethapermananey and durability 
of sewer work, great care is required in 
the seleciion of proper material. No 
matter.hp.flLperfsoUy a aewerago system 
has been: planned, if the materials used in 
its oonstrucfion are not first-claas, in time 
the system will be a failure. The mater- 
ials that have been used from time to time 
iu the construction of aewora are stone, 
brick, cement, wood and-jStoani-preased 
iron-atone sewer pipe. J a '."V/- '\ 

Stone and brick aro rough as well as 
porous, and allow the poisonous liquids 
and gases to pornieate the ground sur- 
rounding them, infecting contiguous wells 
and streams. 

Cement-pipe.is quickly disintegrated by 
the aotion-^iyje" acids an^^ alkalis always 
found in sewersfo'lind' ' cannot be relied 
upon. Wood ia but short lived and re- 
quires replacing every few years— but 
that ia generally postponed ns long aa the 
drain will hold together. In the mean- 
time it has become satur.ited with the 
elements of disease, and done its part in 
disdeminatin'g . ' pestilence, • Iron-stone 
pip^iB the cheapest as well as most dur- 
able : it never wears out, cannot be dis- 
entegrated by the action of the acids and 
alkalis, and presents a perfectly smooth 
BUifauo, by roiaon of which the friction is 
reduced to a minimum and the capacity 
theroby increased over stoiie or brick 
Tho coat of cleaning pipe sewers is - very 
small, trifling, as compared with the coat 
of cleaning brick aewers; as the lecord, 
extending over several years, in the city 
of New York conclusively shows. , 



The size of a sbwer^ should be propur- 
tioni'd to iho wurk.it'iia espect'od to per- 
form. t)ld tiino sewers were built sufK- 
oiently large to be entered and cleaned 
out, almost regardless of the qauntity they 
were expected to cirry oil"; aa it was taken 
BB a matter-of course they would frequent- 
ly fill up with sediment from the flowing 
sewerage, and so they did fill up in many 
cases, being built twice and three times 
as large as there was apy necessity for. In 
such cases there is not qttly-.a UBeless^ex-' 
ponse in construction, biit"iHa aewer'will 
not begin to do the work aa well as one of 
the proper size. If a eewer is made uniiecas- 
sarily large, tho depth -And velocity of the 
sewage passing through it is propurtinn- 
jtely reduced, and its ability to keep it- 
ivelf clean . will be confined to high rates 
of inclination, It is therpforp iruportant 
to have the sewer as thu service to bo' re- 
quired of it will admit". There is one 
principle that is apt to be disreparded in 
regulating the size of aewers; it ia, that 
after water haa once fairly entered a
